Community  residents  have  doubtless  noticed  the  recent 
construction  activity  in  Homewood  Terrace.  For  the  past  six 
weeks,  demolition  crews  have  been  at  work  razing  the  old 
■walls  and  buildings  remaining  irom  the  site’s  former  use  as 
the  Jewish  Home  Association.  That  portion  of  the  project 
has  now  been  completed. 

Mark  Rafanelli,  Project  Supervisor  for  Doric- 
Development,  disclosed  his  firm’s  plans  for  the  property  in 
a  recent  telephone  interview  with  the  OMI  News.  For  those 
who  may  not  be  familiar  with  local  geography,  the  first  300 
feet  of  the  property’s  depth  are  zoned  for  commercial  use 

Doric’s  proposal  for  that  part  of  the  development  involves 
the  construction  of  small,  village-type  shops  and,  hopefully, 
of  a  chain  grocery  store.  We  understand  that  title  to  all  of 
the  residential  component  and  to  approximately  half  of  the 
commercial  one  has  been  perfected.  Mr.  Rafanelli  indicated 
that  the  purchase  of  the  remaining  commercial  property  is 
presently  being  negotiated  with  its  present  owner,  Pacific 
Telephone. 

The  News  was  told  that  all  relevant  building  permits  and 
environmental  impact  reports  have  been  approved.  The 
principal  remaining  difficulty  appears  to  be  in  the  area  of 
securing  long-term  financing  for  the  project  because  of 
today’s  uncertain  capital  market. 

Rafanelli  indicated  that  he  would  keep  OMI-CA  abreast  of 
the  project’s  development.

TWO  LOCAL  YOUTHS 
TAKE  ARDT  TRAINING 
City  College  of  San  Fran¬ 
cisco,  in  cooperation  with 
the  San  Francisco  Park  and 
Recreation  Department  and 
the  Mayor’s  Office  of  Man¬ 
power,  has  embarked  on  a 
training  program  which  will 
benefit  not  only  the  young 
people  involved,  but  entire 
neighborhoods  where  rec¬ 
reation  centers  are  presently 
either  understaffed  or  inade¬ 
quately  supervised. 

As  a  result  of  the  Assistant 
Recreation  Director  Train¬ 
ing  Program  (ARDT),  these 
centers  will  soon  be  staffed 
by  young  people,  usually 
from  the  area,  who  are 
already  familiar  with  its 
cultural  and  ethnic  needs. 
They  will  have  chalked  up  80 
hours  of  orientation,  plus  18 
months  of  college  study  in 
courses  that  include  sports 
officiating,  counseling  group 
leadership  techniques,  work¬ 
ing  with  groups  of  all  ages 
and  abilities,  and  adminis¬ 
tering  first  aid. 

Tyrone  Scott  and  Jackie 
Battle,  both  residents  of  the 
OMI  area,  are  presently 
training  under  the  program 
and  combining  a  12-unit 
course  at  City  College  with 
field  work  at  Ocean  View 
Recreation  Center  under  the 
supervision  of  Janie  Red¬ 
mond,  Ocean  View  Satellite 
director. 

Students  in  the  ARDT 
program  are  paid  while 
working  under  supervision 
until  they  are  ready  to  take 
the  Civil  Service  examina¬ 
tion  which  qualifies  them  for 
the  job  of  assistant  play¬ 
ground  director.

REGISTRATION 

The  registrar  of  voters  has 
reported  more  than  3000  new 
voters  have  signed  up  for 
San  Francisco’s 

mayoral  runoff  December 
11. 

They  will  join  the  296,505 
persons  who  were  eligible  to 
vote  November  4.  Registra- 
for  the  runoff  ended 


The  last-minute  turnout 
was  “much  higher  than 
expected,”  said  Chief  Depu¬ 
ty  Registrar  Frank  Quinn. 
“The  runoff  apparently  has 
people  interested.”

CONSUMER  LEGISLATION 

Californians,  watching  cash  registers  ring  up  higher  and 
higher  prices  during  the  past  year,  know  that  the  consumer 
dollar  doesn’t  stretch  as  far  as  it  once  did. 

This  session  the  State  Legislature  acted  on  a  number  of 
bills  to  save  consumers  money  and  to  better  define 
people’s  rights  as  tenants  and  purchasers  of  goods  and 
services. 

Governor  Brown  signed  legislation  in  three  important 
consumer  areas:  fair  trade  laws,  generic  drug  substitution, 
and  retail  price  marking. 

Assembly  Bill  1109,  authored  by  Assemblyman  Allister 
McAlister,  repeals  the  State’s  Fair  Trade  laws  which  allow 
manufacturers  to  set  inflexible  retail  prices  for  certain 
brands  of  appliances,  toys,  audio  equipment  and  cooking 
ware. 

Consumer  advocates  say  that  the  laws  —  adopted  more 
than  four  decades  ago  to  aid  small  businessmen  —  lawfully 
sanctioned  price  fixing.  Retailers  who  wished  to  price 
fair-traded  goods  more  competitively  could  be  prosecuted 
under  the  old  law  for  selling  at  less  than  the  manufacturer’s 
list  price. 

Most  Californians  will  benefit  from  the  lowered  prices.  It 
has  been  estimated  that  the  average  family  in  the  State  will 
save  about  $120  a  year  when  the  repeal  goes  into  effect 
January  1. 

A  second  new  consumer  law,  AB  193,  sponsored  by 
Assemblyman  Barry  Keene  authorizes  a  phaynacist  to 
substitute  a  less  expensive  chemically  equivalent  drug  for  a 
drug  prescribed  by  a  brand  or  trade  name. 

Physicians  may  check  off  a  box  indicating  “no 
substitutions”  on  prescription  forms.  The  Director  of  the 
Department  of  Health  will  also  establish  a  list  of  drugs 
which  should  not  be  substituted. 

The  generic  substitution  law  which  will  become  effective 
May  1,  1976  is  especially  important  to  senior  citizens  and 
others  on  long-term  maintenance  medication  who  spend

Board  action  during  the  month  of  November  centered 
largely  in  the  area  of  Community  Planning.  That 
Committee’s  Chairman,  Lonnie  Lawson,  presented  a 
statement  in  response  to  Buckbee-Thorne’s  request  for 
Community  input  on  the  proposed  U-Haui  Truck  Rental 
operation  to  be  implemented  at  4050  -  19th  Ave.  It  is 
expected  that  the  operation  will  result  in  improved  esthetic 
appeal,  and  that  it  will  provide  some  jobs  for  Community 
residents. 

The  Board  also  endorsed  Chairman  Lawson’s  proposal  for 
construction  of  the  long  awaited  Brotherhood  Way  Multi- 
Purpose  Recreation  Area.  As  approved  by  the  Board,  that 
undertaking  will  require  considerable  volunteer  help  in  both 
construction  and  maintenance  phases.  We  feel  fortunate  in 
having  been  tentatively  designated  as  recipients  of 
funding  for  the  capital  costs  of  the  project  from  the 
Neighborhood  Initiated  Improvement  Program,  and  hope 
that  Community  members  will  join  with  us  in  an  effort  to 
insure  its  success. 

By  consensus  of  the  Board  it  was  agreed  that  the 
Association  has  no  objection  to  Glendale  Federal  Savings 
and  Loan’s  construction  of  a  three-story  building  at  Ocean 
Avenue  and  Junipero  Serra  Boulevard  so  long  as  (1)  the 
greenbelt  on  Junipero  Serra  be  continued;  (2)  the  building’s 
architecture  be  consonant  with  that  of  surrounding 
structures;  and  (3)  all  relevant  ordinances  be  complied 
with. 

The  Board  also  voted  to  accept,  in  concept,  the  proposal 
for  OMI-CA’s  participation  in  the  operation  of  Thunderseed 
as  outlined  in  Dr.  Lawrence  Lurie’s  recent  communication 
to  us.  It  was  agreed  that  Board  members  Richard  Tooker 
and  Quetta  Tyree  be  appointed  to  work  with  all  members  of 
the  Health  Committee  in  formulating  policies  and 
procedures  for  the  implementation  of  that  project. 

After  considerable  discussion  and  review,  the  Board 
moved  to  inform  City  College  that  while  it  considers  the 
closing  of  Safeway  to  be  a  disservice  to  the  Community,  it 
does  not  object  to  the  college’s  purchase  of  that  property 
provided  that;  (1)  the  college  consult  with  the  Community 
before  formulating  plans  for  the  property’s  use;  (2)  the 
college  make  every  effort  to  insure  that  Community 
residents  will  share  in  existing  parking  facilities  at  the  site; 
and  (3)  the  college  be  made  aware  of  Community  concern 
that  this  expansion  not  represent  another  “U.C.  Medical 
Center”  kind  of  campus  proliferation. 

It  was  decided  that  only  one  Board  meeting  will  be  held 
during  the  month  of  December.  The  date  was  set  for 
December  13  at  the  usual  time  of  10  a.m. 

The  Association’s  1976  Spring  Banquet  was  tentatively 
scheduled  for  early  June.

I  was  delighted  to  get  my  hands  on  the  Ballantine  printing 
of  THE  YEARS  WITH  ROSS  by  James  Thurber.  I  read  it 
when  it  first  appeared  in  hardcover  back  in  1957  and  if  it’s  at 
all  possible,  I  love  it  even  more  on  this  second  reading.  Who 
was  Ross?  Merely  the  founder  and  guiding  genius  of  The 
New  Yorker,  who  ran  it  lovingly  for  over  a  quarter  of  a 
century  through  Boom,  Bust  and  Wartime.  Thurber 
recreates  those  exciting  years  with  wit  and  the  accumulated 
wisdom  of  one  who  worked  intimately  with  the  editor  for  all 
but  two  of  those  years.  This  is  a  wonderfully  written  book, 
warm  as  well  as  humorous. 

One  of  the  more  exciting  action  books  to  reach  my  desk  is 
Avon  s  THE  EIGER  SANCTION.  Its  author,  who  prefers  to 
be  known  by  just  his  last  name,  Trevanian,  uses 
considerable  skill  in  keeping  the  reader  guessing  as  to  who 
was  responsible  for  what  and  who  did  what  to  whom. 
“Eiger”  refers  to  a  mountain  in  the  Alps,  and  “Sanction”  is 
the  euphemistic  term  for  assassination  or  killing.  Trevanian 
has  a  sense  of  humor,  too,  and  employs  it  with  his  choice  of 
names.  For  example,  the  head  of  the  bureu  hiring  Jonathan 
Hemlock  for  the  sanction  is  called  Yurassis  Dragon.  Happy 
climbing  and  don’t  forget  your  Alpenstock! 

To  tell  the  truth  (as  I  strive  to  do  on  occasion),  I’d 
forgotten  that  Bantam’s  THE  DAY  OF  THE  LOCUST  by 
Nathanael  West  was  in  the  house.  But  having  gotten  a 
chance  to  see  the  film  when  it  was  at  the  Bridge  Theatre, 
and  read  some  mixed  reviews  of  it,  I  thought  I’d  re-read  it  to 
find  what  changes  were  made  from  the  book.  A  number 
were  made,  to  be  sure,  and  I  can’t  say  they  were  for  the 
better.  If  you  see  the  film  first  (please  do  so)  it’s  an 
intriguing  one  even  with  its  flaws.  However,  if  you  forego 
the  film  entirely,  or  see  it  first,  DON’T  NEGLECT  THE 
BOOK!  It’s  a  penetrating  glimpse  into  Hollywood  that  was 
and  a  time  when,  to  paraphrase  Napoleon,  “every  child 
carried  a  passport  to  stardom  with  his  or  her  tap  dancing 
shoes.”  (O.K.,  O.K.  The  actual  Napoleonic  quote  was  that 
“every  soldier  carried  a  Marshall’s  baton... the  potential  to 
be  one,  that  is. ..in  his  knapsack.”)  Feel  better,  now? 

It’s  not  out  in  paperback  yet,  but  when  it  is,  make  sure 
you  get  CAN  AMERICA  WIN  THE  NEXT  WAR?  by  Drew 
Middleton  (Scribners).  I’m  by  nature  a  Dove,  but  he 
presents  a  chilling  description  of  the  continued  Soviet 
buildup,  despite  the  widely  heralded  “detente”  (from  whcih 
we’ve  really  gotten  nothing  as  a  nation).  He’s  afraid  that 
despite  the  widely  heralded  “detente”  (from  which 
manpower  when  the  next  war  comes,  with  no  time  for 
building  up  as  we  were  able  to  do  in  WW  2.

I  hope  that  all  of  you  who  attended  the  OMI-CA  Banquet  in 
November  enjoyed  yourselves  and  that  the  food  was  ample 
and  to  your  pleasure.  Regretfully  Lonnie  Lawson  and  I  will 
never  ascend  the  heights  achieved  by  Chez  Denis  of  Paris, 
who  according  to  a  recent  article,  served  a  dinner  for  two  to 
Craig  Claiborne,  the  New  York  Times  food  editor,  for 
$4,000.00!  Although  we  might  make  a  passing  attempt  for 
say  $50.00  or  $100.00.  Do  I  hear  any  takers? 

Well,  while  others  flit  their  money  on  sumptuous 
expensive  meals  let’s  see  what  I  can  do  for  more  moderate 
pocketbooks.  Open  all  the  kitchen  windows,  turn  on  the  fan 
and  plan  to  eat  in  the  dining  room  because  this  is  a  smoky 
one.  Here’s  a  simple  recipe  for  ground  meat  that’s  a  sure 
winner  and  good  enough  for  guests. 

l'/2-2  lbs.  course  ground  chuck,  round  or  sirloin 

1  cup  ordinary  red  wine 

4  Tbsp.  butter 

1  cup  mixed  chopped  onion,  parsley,  green  pepper, 
herbs,  ail  to  your  taste 

4  Tbsp.  oyster  sauce  or  2  Tbsp.  Worcestershire 
sauce 


Form  meat  into  four  1V2  inch  thick  patties.  Heat  cast  iron 
pan  till  scorching  hot  (high  heat),  put  meat  on  and  cook  2 
minutes  each  side  for  rare,  slightly  longer  for  medium.  (If 
you  like  your  meat  well  done  forget  this  recipe.)  Remove  to 
buttered  plate  in  warm  oven.  Take  pan  off  heat,  let  cool 
slightly,  add  butter  and  wine  and  swirl.  Return  to  heat,  add 
chopped  ingredients,  cover,  turn  off  when  it  hisses,  take  off 
cover  and  swirl  in  oyster  sauce  or  Worcestershire,  pour  over 
meat  and  serve  immediately.  Serve  on  checkered  red  table 
cloth  with  hot  French  bread,  salad,  wine  or  ale.  This  is 
$4,000.00  satisfaction  for  about  $3.00. 

Now,  back  to  my  sour  grapes;  I  really  would  like  to  know 
what  a  $2,000.00  (I  wouldn’t  invite  a  guest)  meal  tastes  like; 
I’m  sure  no  words  will  ever  do  it  justice.  Pass  the  Pepto 
Bismol.

millions  of  dollars  of  their  limited  incomes  on  prescription 
drugs  each  year. 

Under  the  third  major  consumer  law,  Senate  Bill  261, 
authored  by  Senator  David  Roberti,  stores  will  be  required 
to  label  individual  goods  with  prices. 

The  bill  was  passed  in  response  to  consumer  concern 
about  the  new  computerized  checkout  stands  which  are 
being  tested  in  some  of  the  State’s  supermarkets. 

The  computer  totals  a  shopper’s  bill  by  reading  coded 
price,  involving  a  series  of  black  lines,  on  each  item.  Many 
retailers  installing  the  new  system  have  not  been  marking 
each  product  with  a  number  people  can  read.  Prices  are 
listed  on  the  shelves  only. 

Consumer  groups  feel  items  should  be  marked  separately 
enabling  shoppers  to  compare  prices  on  items  located  in 
various  parts  of  the  store  and  to  allow  them  to  compare  the 
marked  price  with  the  price  the  computer  rings  up. 

and  single  consumers  will  benefit  from  another 
bill,  AB  181  by  Assemblyman  Howard  Berman.  This 
measure  prohibits  the  granting  of  credit  to  women  or  single 
people  on  less  favorable  terms  than  would  be  offered  to  a 
man  or  a  married  person  having  the  same  earnings  and 
other  property. 

Other  consumer-oriented  legislation  which  we’ve  passed 
so  far  during  the  1975-76  biennial  session  includes  a  bill 
defining  the  rights  of  mobilehome  park  tenants,  measures 
adding  public  members  to  state  boards  regulating  various 
industries  and  a  bill  requiring  the  PUC  to  permit  individual 
public  utility  customers  to  testify  at  any  hearing  involving  a 
proposed  rate  increase  affecting  them.
